| THAT the number of . to be raiſed be not leſs than 


Twenty-four; each company to conſiſt of one captain, two 


lieutenants, three ſerjeants, three corporals, two drums, and

THAT the faid companies be officered by Gentlemen of the County, 
who ſhall ſerve. and attend the training and exerciſing the men 


without pay, having commiſſions from his Majeſty, which 


commiſſions are to be granted to them on the following terms: 


THAT the officers have power immediately to train and ts: 
ſuch men as ſhall voluntarily offer themſelves for the Bef-nce ef 
f tbe Couũty z but no perſon ſo voluntarily offering hirfelf ſhall 
be required to enter into any other engagements, than to appear 
and be diſciplined at the uſual place or days of excrciſe, 
until his Majeſty ſhall think fit to call out the aid volunteer 
companies into actual ſervice for the Defence of the County, 


in caſe of Invaſion. 


TrarT the men be trained and exerciſed every Weck, not leſs 
than Two Days a week. and to have Pay allowed chem, at 


the rate of One Shilling a day. 


Tur the men have Claibing' conſiſting of coat, waiſtcoat, 


and breeches, and an hat or cap. 


Tur in caſe of being called out into actual ſervice, the officers 


and men to have Rank and Pay as in the army. 


Tur Arms, Accoutrements, and Ammunition, be furniſhed 

by Government, to be under the care of the captain of each

company, but to be returned into the Ordnance Stores when 


required by his Majeſty. 


THAT no Expence ſhall attend Government from training and 
exerciſing the ſaid companies, until called out into actual 
ſervice, except allowing the Serjeants to each company, in 


arder to inſtruct the men properly in their diſcipline.”

Tuar the Expence of raiſing, training, and exerciſing the ſaid 
volunteer companies be defrayed by a public Subſcription of 


the County. 


Tur the ſaid companies, when called out into actual ſervice in 


caſe of Invaſion, be regimented if his Majeſty thinks proper. 


; THAT a Book be provided, and kept open at the Office of Mr, 
, STOODLY,. the Under-Sheriff_of the ſaid County, in Exeter, to 
contain the Subſcribers Names and their Subſcriptions ; where 
each perſon, willing to ſubſcribe, is defired to ſend his name, 

and the ſum he propoſes to ſubſcribe. 
THAT printed copies of theſe kefolutions, and of this day's 
Subſcriptions, be tranſmitted by the Under-Sheriff to the 


Miniſter or Church-wardens of every pariſh, who are deſired 


. recommend the ſame to the Pariſhioners, and to revidfa the 
b amount of the ſubſcription of each pariſh from week to week 
; to the Under-Sheriff, in order that the Committee of the 
8 County, on having the return of the whole ſubſcription, may 
BH be enabled to ſettle the depoſit to be advanced 'by each
